initial application. The fair 
was planned for May 17 but 
was cancelled due to die rainy 
forecast. It was not made clear 
during Tuesday’s discussion 
whether “tubs of fun” was 
part of the initial plan for 
which the Carriage House 
Nursery School received ap- 
proval. 

The event that will run from 
noon to 4 p.m. and is geared 



for children 7 and under also 
includes a moon bounce, in- 
flatable obstacle course, in- 
flatable basketball game, 
trackless train and some oth- 
er activities. 

Fair organizers stressed that 
they had advertised the event 
as having these attractions 
and collected donations. Pres- 
ent at the meeting were Lynn 
Fahie, director of the nursery 
school; teacher Abigail Alves;

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Will draft letter of 
objection to cartoon

Tuesday’s Selectmen’s 
meeting started with the 
Pledge of Allegiance, which is 
a new addition to the agenda, 
a discussion about the mean- 
ing of Memorial Day, fol- 
lowed by Selectman Martha 
Gjesteby’s reading of “The 
American’s Creed” by William 
Tyler Page that ends with the 
words “I therefore believe it is 
my duty to my Country to 
love it; to support its Consti- 
tution; to obey its laws; to re- 
spect its flag, and to defend it 
against all enemies.” 

But the meeting ended 
about two hours later with 
what could be described as an 
assault on the First Amend- 
ment, which is enshrined in 
the Constitution and pro- 
tects freedom of speech, in- 
cluding freedom of the press. 

At issue is last week’s Co- 
hasset Mariner cartoon that 
was based on the lead story 
and editorial the week before 
on “bullet voting.” The story 
and editorial described what 
bullet voting is and whether 
it was being used as a cam- 
paign tactic in the upcoming 
Town Election. 

The “bullet vote” cartoon 
featured Diane Kennedy as 
a gun-toting Annie Oakley- 
like character with Kevin 
McCarthy as a John 
Wayne-like character hav- 
ing just vanquished oppo- 
nent Fred Koed in the Wild 
West. 

Selectman Karen Quigley 
raised the cartoon in select- 
men’s comments, which oc- 
cur at the end of the night’s 
agenda and provide each 
selectman with the oppor- 
tunity to make a point, a 
comment, or raise an issue. 

Quigley described the re- 
cent selectman’s race (a 
three-way contest among 
Diane Kennedy, Kevin Mc- 
Carthy and Fred Koed) as

House numbers 
can save lives 



The Cohasset Police De- 
partment, Fire Department, 
and Social Service League 
of Cohasset have joined 
forces to strongly encourage 
all Cohasset residents to 
make sure there is a house 
number that is clearly iden- 
tifiable from the street, af- 
fixed to their home or mail- 
box in front of their proper- 
ty. 

Fire Chief Robert Silvia 
explained that this initiative 
to ensure that all homes are 
properly numbered is all 
about response times for 
emergency services. 

“Response time to an 
emergency is critical and 
every second counts! Prop- 
erly numbering your home 
ensures that responding 
units will not waste time 
finding your home,” Silvia 
said. 

Acting Chief William 
Quigley agreed saying that 
when there’s no house num- 
ber, or a number that’s hard 
to locate, they lose precious 
seconds and minutes during 
an emergency. 

“Every week without fail, 
due to missing or hidden 
house numbers, we have po- 
lice officers having to run 
registry of motor vehicles 
listings on cars parked in 
driveways to see if we are at 
the correct location,” 
Quigley said. 

Members of the fire de- 
partment and police depart- 
ment have volunteered to 
assist elderly or handi- 
capped residents install 
numbers on their homes. 
Additionally, the Social 
Service League of Cohasset 
has offered to purchase 
numbers for any resident 
that cannot afford them. 

Marita Carpenter of the 
Social Service League said 
they take great pleasure in 
partnering with police and

Brush fire 
at golf club 

On Monday (May 12) at

tives like this. “It is really a 
small contribution but can 
make a big difference,” she 
said. 

A town bylaw approved in 
1988 requires all residential 
buildings be equipped with 
an approved street number. 
For homes located farther 
than 100 feet from the 
street, the number must be 
displayed not more than 10 
feet from the entrance to 
the driveway.

Why time 
matters: 

Fire Chief Robert Silvia pro- 
vided examples of why re- 
sponse time is so critical: 

Fire Responses: 

• Understanding fire behavior 
provides insight into the im- 
portance of emergency re- 
sponse times. 

• A fire starts small and 
spreads quickly. 

• It will double in size every 
two minutes. 

• Extreme heat temperatures 
reaching over 1,000 degrees 
will occur within a matter of 
minutes. 

• Flashover (extreme temper- 
atures that cause everything 
in the room to ignite at once) 
occurs in eight minutes. 

• Survival rate at flashover is • 



Medical Responses: 

• Responding to emergencies 
where a person is not breath- 
ing also shows the impor- 
tance of response times. 

• Lack of oxygen (person not 
breathing) can occur from 
many things including heart 
attack, stroke. • seizures, 
drowning, trauma and the 
deadly smoke of fires. 

• Brain damage starts when a 
person is without oxygen for 
4-6 minutes. 

• Brain death occurs in 8 min- 
utes.

Fraud

there is no monetary award 
associated with being part 
of the Mayflower society, he 
said that he’s found some- 
thing much richer. 

“It's a wealth Of history," 
Senior said. 

Coming to Cohamet 

As the Board of Select- 
men that hired Senior pre- 
pare to evaluate his first six 
months on the job, he is re- 
flecting on the road that led 
him to Cohasset. 

Prior to moving to the 
South Shore, Senior spent 
nearly 10 years working as 
the deputy town supervisor 
in North Hempstead, N.Y.. 
Before that, he worked as 
deputy county attorney in 
Mineola, N.Y. and as an at- 
torney with the National 
Association of Homeown- 
ers. 

After earning bachelor’s 
degrees in journalism and 
economics from Boston 
University, Senior spent 
two years as a print and ra- 
dio reporter in the Boston 
area, working primarily for 
the Watertown Tab newspa- 
pers. 

? It was as a reporter that 
Senior said he first experi- 
$iced Massachusetts Town 
Sleeting; the April 28 An- 
nual Town Meeting marked 
Jfis first in Cohasset, as well 
hs his first on the other side 
of the floor. 

Rather than pursue a life- 
long career in journalism, 
Senior went on to earn a law 
degree from Hofstra Uni- 
versity, returned to Long Is- 
land and became a town 
prosecutor. Working as 
town counsel eventually led 
to his job as the deputy 
town supervisor, the equiva-

lent of a deputy mayor posi- 
tion. 

Those early days as a re- 
porter, and later practicing 
law, all prepared Senior for 
his current role. He lists 
“communication skills,” “an- 
alytical ability” and “fact- 
finding” as key qualities he 
was able to hone. He 
learned to “really delve into 
issues and work with a wide 
spectrum of people,” Senior 
explained, adding that par- 
ticularly as a reporter, “You 
learn there are different 
valid perspectives.” 

Senior also came to Co- 



hasset with some major suc- 
cesses from his last commu- 
nity, where he worked for a 
decade, including achieving 
the highest bond rating the 
city had experienced and 
winning performance man- 
agement awards. 

“We did a lot of great 
things and had the opportu- 
nity to build something 
new,” said Senior. “We im- 
proved our service ability 
and won the respect of our 
residents.” 

Senior has similar goals in 
mind for Cohasset, which 
like North Hempstead is a 



“coastal community with a 
good school system," and a 
population of both young 
families and elderly resi- 
dents who wish to remain 
in their homes as they age. 

The town manager noted 
that while in North Hemp- 
stead, the goal was to bring 
a “small-town feel” to a 
larger community, whereas 
in Cohasset that already ex- 
ists. Instead, Senior would 
like to bring big city servic- 
es to town while maintain- 
ing the quality of a close- 
knit community. 

The tight connections 
and citizen involvement in 
town affairs is one quality 
that attracted Senior to Co- 
hasset. 

“One of the things that 
drew me here was the pas- 
sion people have for their 
town,” he said. “The com- 
munity is really engaged.” 

So far he’s enjoyed meet- 
ing folks “across the spec- 
trum” and getting around to 
see the sights. Some of his 
favorite local haunts include 
5 South Main, Olympus 
Grille and Cohasset House 
of Pizza. Although he eats 
breakfast and lunch in 
town, Senior noted, “I have 
yet to have dinner here.” 

He enjoys the harbor and 
plans to take a ride out with 
Harbormaster Lori Gibbons 
and recently walked around 
Wompatuck Park, guided by 
Merle Brown. Senior is 
working with a volunteer 
committee to explore start- 
ing a dog park in town and 
hopes to bring that to 
fiuition soon. 

Poised to start his first 



summer in Cohasset, Senior 
said that he is looking for- 
ward to “going through a 
whole cycle" in town. Short- 
term goals include wrapping 
up Fiscal Year 2014, starting 
FY15 on July 1, all while 
preparing for FY16. 

“One year ends, one be- 
gins, and we’re planning for 
the future," Senior said. 

Establishing a human re- 
sources function is one of 
the top items on the town 
manager’s list. He has also 
worked with the town’s 
Chief Technology Officer, 
Rob Bonnell, to roll out a 
brand new website that 
should be unveiled in ‘.he 
near future. 

Senior said he also wants 
to help the board of select- 
men build their goals and 
objectives, as they in turn 
set goals and expectations 
for him. “I’m excited to work 
with them and set the blue- 
print for the coming year.” 

Four months in, he is “set- 
tling into the routine.” Hav- 
ing a “great staff” helps, he 
added. “They’re passionate 
about what they do.” 

Coming full circle 

Perhaps the best part of 
coming to Cohasset for Sen- 
ior is being able to return to 
his New England roots. 
While he grew up on Long 
Island, Senior’s mother is 
from Stoneham, Mass, and 
his grandmother was a resi- 
dence director at Northeast- 
ern University, and later at 
Deaconess Nursing School. 
Senior said that growing up, 
he came to the Boston area 
regularly for vacations. 



“I was bonded to Boston 
at a young age," said Senior, 
adding that some of his ear- 
liest memories took place in 
the city, such as riding the T 
and the swan boats, enjoy- 
ing Brigham’s Ice Cream, 
seeing the Boston Pops in 
concert, and his first base- 
ball game at Fenway Park. 
Despite this, the town man- 
ager is a Mets fan. 

The avid baseball fan said 
that he and his brother have 
a goal to visit every major 
lead ballpark in the country, 
and are halfway there. Each 
year the Senior brothers 
also join their father on a 
trip to Florida to watch ma- 
jor league baseball spring 
training. 

Senior said that he enjoys 
traveling, and took a trip to 
Ireland last fall. With sum- 
mer on the way, he hopes to 
start biking around town, 
“get out a bit and enjoy na- 
ture,” which is easy in Co- 
hasset. “It’s a beautiful 
place.” 

And in Cohasset, Senior is 
more likely than not to 
bump into distant relatives. 
He and former selectmen 
chair Fred Koed share a 
Mayflower ancestor, Senior 
shared. “We’re both de- 
scended from Richard War- 
ren,” said Senior, adding 
that probably makes them 
“fifteenth cousins.” 

It’s clear that the history 
buff will be right at home in 
Cohasset, as he continues to 
become more familiar with 
the fabric of the town and 
its past. Learning about his 
ancestors “makes the 
Mayflower journey even 
more real,” said Senior, 
turning history “from just 
dates and times into stories.”

I Editor’s note: roe were asked to republish this editorial for 
i Memorial Day 2014. 

On Memorial Day, as always, I remember two young 
men: John Lazarovich and Joe Hunt. They were class- 
mates of mine at Scituate High School and members of the 
SHS Class of 1966. 

In our sophomore year, I recall our English teacher ask- 
ing the class if anyone knew anyone serving in Vietnam. 

No one raised his or her hand. Soon, that all changed. 

John (known affectionately as “Laz”) was killed on Dec. 
4, 1967. He was a lance corporal with the US Marines. He 
was just 19 years old. His name is on wall panel 31E, wall 
line 036 on the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

A little more than a month later, on Jan. 27, 1968, Joe 
was killed. He was a corporal with the Marines. He was 
just 20 years old. His name is on wall panel 35E, line 047 
on the Vietnam Veterans Memorial. 

Laz and Joe still live within the hearts and minds of the 
SHS Class of 1966. They had ready smiles and were full of 
fun. In our class yearbook and in our memories, they are 
still young. We miss them still. 

All wars carry a heavy toll. Many of the members of the 
Scituate High School Class of 1966 had fathers that served 
in World War II and/or Korea. We knew about war, but we 
had not experienced it ourselves until Vietnam. 

The nightly news brought the Vietnam War into our 
homes, but the loss of our classmates made it all too real. 

During the Vietnam War, the Town of Cohasset lost 
eight men: including Peter J. Albiani Jr., Peter Cogill, 

Allen F. Keating, William C. Laidlaw, John Paul Lyon, Ed- 
ward R. Maree, Craig M. Simeone and Dennis J. Reardon. 
The worst eight months of Vietnam for Cohasset were in 
1969, when die town lost five men, four at six-week inter- 
vals. 

As a mother, I had the experience of many sleepless 
nights while both my sons served with the US Aimy in 
Iraq, one in 2003 just after the invasion and the other dur- 
ing the surge in 2007- My nephew, a Marine, served in the 
years in between. I will be eternally grateful that they all 
came home safely. 

It is hard to believe so many years have passed since my 
high school graduation in 1966 until one realizes a first- 
class stamp was just 5 cents back then. 

The families of the 58,000 whose names are on the Viet- 
nam Memorial have had an empty chair at the dinner 
table on holidays and at family gatherings all these many 
years. 

On Monday, many people like me will be thinking about 
their classmates, friends or relatives who were killed in 
wartime. 

We need to always remember those we have lost; we 
need to honor them; and we need to miss them still.

The issue in preparation for 
exams in this situation lies 
with the students and not 
the teachers. A teacher has 
no responsibility to address 
the SAT’s which is a private- 
ly owned and run exam that 
has no connection to public 
school departments. If an 
SAT prep class is something 
that the parents or the stu- 
dent desires, private classes 
can be signed up for and 
one is actually run by sever- 
al of the teachers in the 
school.

share the planet with. Due 
to the school’s encouraging 
these trips in the past I per- 
sonally have traveled to 
Canada, France, Italy, 
Greece and Turkey. Stu- 
dents in Cohasset aren’t ex- 
posed to a wide variety of 
people and cultures on a 
regular basis and there is 
nothing that can compare 
to experiencing a culture 
first hand. No class or les- 
son can provide the same 
experience as actually going 
to another country and im- 
mersing yourself in their 
way of life. These trips are 
an important way to 
demonstrate to students 
what life is like outside of 
Cohasset. It is vital in 
preparing students to live in 
an ever more globalizing 
community and if we deny 
them this then how can we 
tell ourselves that we are 
truly concerned with out 
students’ education. These 
incredible experiences that 
will help shape the way stu- 
dents see the world and 
how they interact with it are 
experiences we cannot rob 
them of.

If you want to do some- 
thing a little different this 
Memorial Day take a stroll 
down to our Historic Co- 
hasset Central Cemetery 
and at the far end you will 
find the small marble 
tombstone of Levi Gaylord, 
Cohasset’s sole Medal of 
Honor recipient. On March 
25, 1865, during the battle 
of Fort Stedman, Sergeant 
Gaylord volunteered to re- 
take an abandoned gun, un- 
der heavy deadly enemy 
fire, and then, with others, 
returned fire until the Con- 
federates were repelled in 
one of the last major battles 
of the Civil War. For this 
brave action under fire Levi 
was awarded the Medal of 
Honor. To date our Nation 
has awarded 3,473 Medals 
of Honor. 

While Sergeant Gaylord’s 
humble tombstone, provid- 
ed a few years back by the 
National Medal of Honor 
Society to commemorate 
Gaylord’s life, is very special 
in that it is made of marble 
with some gold leaf flecks 
actually little is known of 
Levi in Cohasset and there 
is no public memory pre- 
served of him. Many cities 
and towns name buildings,

Or perhaps, when 
the town hall is renovated, 
the area in which we dis- 
play pictures of Cohasset 
veterans might be named in 
honor of Levi Gaylord. 

There are a number of 
things we can do to honor 
Levi Gaylord, and I’m sure 
we will. The important 
point for me is to make sure 
we always take a moment to 
look back and remember 
those who sacrificed so 
much in the service of our 



country so that we may live 
in a free land - especi ally 
on Memorial Day. In many 
ways the freedoms we enjoy 
today are gifts from our 
past and when we recall, re- 
member and honor the sac- 
rifices so many have made 
to preserve our liberty we 
also honor those who are 
doing so today and we reaf- 
firm our duty and commit- 
ment to preserve and pass 
on those freedoms to ftiture 
generations.

Jim Murphy has marched 
in the Memorial Day parade 
since just after Desert 
Storm. He was so touched 
by something that hap- 
pened on Memorial Day 
2013 that he felt compelled 
to share it 

On this Memorial Day 
last year I received a gift 
that I never expected. As I 
drove up to the Music Cir- 
cus to muster with the other 
Veterans for the annual Me- 
morial Day Parade, I parked 
next to an older couple who 
were sitting in their vehicle. 
The woman saw me as I ex- 
ited my car in my Navy 
whites and she beckoned 
me over to them. I greeted 
them both and the woman 
asked if her friend could 
join the other veterans in 
the parade. To which I 
replied of course! 

I introduced myself to the 
gentleman in the passen- 
ger’s seat. He told me he 
was Captain Irv Landy, US- 
AAC- Fighter Pilot. Capt 
Landy was known in WW- 
II as Irv Horowitz and to his 
squadron mates as “Horri- 
ble Horowitz”. Fighter Pilots 
are known to be “disrespect- 
ful” of their squadron 
mates. (He changed his 
name after the war to his fa- 
ther’s first name). Irv was a 
decorated fighter pilot who 
had flown many of the WW- 
II fighters; P-40, P-43, P-47, 
P-38 and the P-51 Mustang. 
We continued our discus- 
sion and Irv began to relate 
his early flight training in 
1941 and a plane crash he 
had in Myrtle Beach in a P-

40. He said that he knew he 
was going to die! He then 
produced a set of pictures 
from that crash. It was a 
wonder he survived. He 
talked about the North 
Africa campaign against the 
Luftwaffe and the invasion 
of Sicily. Then he asked me 
if I knew about a secret long 
range P-47 N model. I did 
not. He then told the story 
of volunteering for this spe- 
cial mission in the Pacific 
where the N model fighters 
were configured with extra 
fuel to give them the range 
to fly from Iwo Jima to 
Japan and back to escort 
the B-29’s. 

As he told this story, he 
would stop, hesitate a bit, 
think for a moment and 
continue his train of 
thought. He mentioned how 
he lost a couple of men from 
the long flights in the Pacif- 
ic. One of his wingmen had 
to bail out but was rescued 
by a US Navy destroyer. 
Landy stopped and said 
sadly that he later died of 
his injuries. He said he 
thinks about him a lot. 

On Landy’s next mission 
he told of the rules of en- 
gagement to strike at any- 
thing moving. (This was just 
days after the A-bombs 
dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki). Flying up to 
Yokosuka Bay he saw a 
Japanese tanker sailing just 



offshore. He recalled the 
run as if it had happened 
just yesterday. He was at 
7000 feet in his dive on the 
tanker when he opened fire, 
he said he did not waste a 
single bullet they all went 
into the tanker. And as he 
pulled off the target it broke 
in half and sank. 

When he landed back at 
the field on Iwo Jima his 
crew Chief met him at the 
cockpit with an orange juice 
and told him the war was 
over, Japan had surren- 
dered. Landy said he sat in 
his cockpit, drank his juice 
and wept. 

Shortly after this vivid 
story, the vets contingent 
pulled into the parking lot. I 
got Landy arranged in the 
back seat of one of the vin- 
tage convertibles for the pa- 
rade through Cohasset. 

He rode through the 
whole parade route and 
back at Veterans Memorial 
Park, we got him a seat for 
the festivities and speeches 
there. 

At the end of it all with 
tears flowing down his 
cheeks, Irv Landy was final- 
ly welcomed home by his 
country! 

And I got the gift of meet- 
ing a true hero.... Irv Landy

CHANGES IN ELECTION IAWS (H 4207) 

House 147-4, Senate 38-0, approved a bill making changes in the state’s electionlaws. Key provisions allow online voter registration; 16- and 17-year-olds to “pre-register” to vote and automat- 
ically be qualified to vote upon turning 18; and early voting beginning 10 business days before any primary or general election and ending two days before the election. Supporters said it is time 
for Massachusetts to join the 19 states that allow online registration and the 32 that permit early voting. They argued both changes will increase voter turnout Some opponents said the pre-reg- 
istration of 16- and 17-year-olds is an unnecessary and unworkable idea that is opposed by many understaffed city and town clerks. They said many teenagers who pre-register will go away to col- 
lege and find out they can’t vote in their college town because they are already registered in their hometown. Others argued the proposal does not include a key safeguard requiring voters to show 
a picture ID in order to vote. (A "Yes” vote is for the bill. A “No” vote is against it) 

REQUIRE PUBLIC HEARINGS ON AIJ.TAX HIKES (H 4069) 

House 31-118, rejected an amendment that would require the Legislature to conduct at least six public hearings in different parts of the state on any legislation that would establish, increase or 
expand any new or existing tax or fee. Amendment supporters said this is a reasonable requirement that would ensure the public is made aware of any proposed taxes or fees. They noted it would 
allow voters to make their feelings known. Amendment opponents said the Legislature already holds a hearing on every bill. They noted that this requirement goes too far and would require a se- 
ries of public hearings even on a $1 fee increase. (A “Yes” vote is for requiring public hearings. A "No” vote is against it) 

$100 MILLION IN NEW TRANSPOKI AIION AID (H 4069) 

House 114-33, approved an amendment prohibiting a proposal providing cities and towns with an additional $100 million in transportation funds from taking effect until the Patrick adminis- 
tration studies the economic impact of the increase. The funds would come from the state's Rainy Day Fund and would be used for road and bridge repairs and other transportation projects. Sup- 
porters of the delay said it is fiscally irresponsible to take this money from the Rainy Day Fund and spend current budget assets on capital projects. They argued this would lower the state's bond 
rating and result in higher borrowing costs. Opponents of the delay said the money is needed by cash-starved cities and towns and will help prevent layoffs and budget cuts. They noted the state 
took in $627 million more than expected in fiscal year 2013 and currently has over $500 million in unanticipated revenue for fiscal 2014 with two months still to go. (A “Yes” vote is for the delay. 
A “No* vote is against the delay and favors the $100 million for cities and towns.) 

WITHHOLD $65 MILLION UNTIL HEALTH CONNECTOR REPORT IS MADE (H 4069) 

House 40-110, rejected an amendment that would withhold $65 million in funding for the Obamacare Health Connector until the state conducts a review and provides the Legislature with a 
report outlining the financial impact of the Connector’s failed website. Amendment supporters said the Patrick administration has promised but keeps delaying providing this information. They 
argued it is fiscally irresponsible to continue to fund the Connector and any website without knowing what went horribly wrong with the website and what the financial impact is. Amendment op- 
ponents agreed that the website was a disaster but said the Patrick administration has already agreed to provide this information. They argued it is unfair to withhold money that will help provide 
insurance for thousands of Massachusetts residents. (A “Yes’ vote is for the amendment withholding the $65 million. A “No” vote is against withholding it and favors providing the $65 million 
now.) 

REMOVE DRUG-ADDICTED BABIES FROM MOTHERS (H 4069) 

House 118-31, approved an amendment dial would delay a proposal requiring the Department of Children and Families (DCF) to take custody of and find a foster home for babies bom addicted 
to drugs because of the use of illegal drugs by the mother. Hie amendment would delay the requirement until the state conducts a study of the issue. Hie proposal also mandates that the birth moth- 
er submit to treatment and random drug testing. Supporters of the delay said they might support the idea but that the proposal is a major change and should be filed as a separate bill that would 
go through the normal legislative process including public hearings. Opponents of the delay said this is a straightforward issue that should be voted upon now. They argued the amendment would 
protect infants bom addicted to drugs and improve or even save their lives. (A "Yes” vote is for the delay. A “No” vote is against the delay and favors turning the children over to DCF.) 

SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES (S 2188) 

Senate 40-0, approved and sent to the House a bill designed to give recovering drug addicts better access to substance abuse treatment. Provisions include requiring all insurance carriers to re- 
imburse for substance abuse treatment services delivered by a licensed alcohol and drug counselor; removing prior authorization for acute treatment services and clinical stabilization services for 
commercial insurers and requiring coverage for a total of up to 21 days; and removing prior authorization for MassHealth Managed Care entities and mandating coverage of up to 15 days of clini- 
cal services. Supporters said this long overdue legislation is a major weapon in the fight against the opiate addiction epidemic in the Bay State. The argued it is the beginning of a long process to 
prevent and treat addiction and save countless lives and families. (A “Yes* vote is for the bill.) 

DESIGNER DRUGS (S 8188) 

Senate 6-33, rejected an amendment that would make “designer drugs’ illegal. Designer drugs are drugs that are manufactured by drug dealers with slightly changed chemical compounds so 
that they are technically not illegal. Amendment supporters said this will stop devious dealers from staying one step ahead of the law by slightly changing compounds but still ruining users' lives. 

Amendment opponents said there are hundreds of designer drugs, and some are sold in convenience stores and gas stations. Urey said the amendment would unfairly punish buyers who are 
not even aware the drug is illegal. (A “Yes' vote is for making designer drugs illegal. A “No” vote is against it) 

RATE SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROGRAMS (S 8188) 

Senate 4-35, rejected an amendment requiring the state to create a website that, provides information on the success rate of substance abuse services. Amendment supporters said this would 
create transparency and help patients make informed choices by providing information on the success rate and consumer satisfaction with drug abuse programs across the state. Amendment op- 
ponents said that while the amendment is well-intentioned, there could be unintended consequences including facilities not taking on difficult cases because they fear the treatment will fail and 
their rating would be lowered. (A “Yes” vote is for requiring a website. A “No* vote is against it) 

SUE IF NOT COVERED FOR MENTAL HEALTH (S 8 188) 

Senate 14-25, rejected an amendment that would allow consumers to bring private lawsuits to enforce their rights under tire existing mental health parity law. That law requires insurers to cover 
treatment for mental health and substance abuse disorders in the same way that they cover treatment for a physical illness. The measure also allows the consumer to collect triple damages if the 
suit is successful. Amendment supporters cited cases in which parity has not been achieved and in which insurers are still denying mental health coverage. Amendment opponents said the 
amendment has merit but argued this bill is not the appropriate place to address this important issue. They said it should be addressed in a separate bill that has already been approved by the Men- 
tal Health and Substance Abuse Committee. (A “Yes” vote is for the amendment. A “No” vote is against it)

has begun 



By Mary Ford 

mford@wickedlocal.com 



T a packed auditori- 
II um with standing- 
-X. JL A room only space 
available at the back of the 
hall and an overflow crowd 
in the cafeteria - a 1992 
Notre Dame Academy alum- 
na brought the audience at 
the Catholic girls school to its 
feet with one of the most in- 
spirational and impassioned 
graduation speeches in re- 
cent memory last Friday. 

Caraid O’Brien, a play- 
wright, performer, and radio 
show host for WBAI in New 
York City, challenged the 
graduates to transform soci- 
ety while telling the world 
that the time for female 
leadership has come. 

O’Brien even went so far as 
to say the U.S. will soon have 
its first woman president. 

“We have entered the mil- 
lennium of the woman,” said 
O’Brien, in an address that 
was interrupted multiple 
times by thunderous ap- 
plause and finished with a 
standing ovation. “We are 
about to have our first fe- 
male president. The seeds 
that our great-grandmoth- 
ers sowed when they won 
the right for us to vote only 
94 years ago, are about to 
bloom and none too soon.” 

O’Brien’s speech drew 
from the life of Saint Julie 
Billiart, who founded the 
Sisters of Notre Dame, de- 
scribing her as a deeply spir- 
. itual revolutionary activist 
who dared to speak up 
against the religious and po- 
litical tyrants of her time so 
that poor girls and orphans 
could be educated. 

Noting that today in 
Africa and the Middle East 
girls are being kidnapped, 
shot and enslaved for daring 
to show up to school,

O’Brien asked: “Who is go- 
ing to step up to solve these 
issues of climate change, 
student debt, the misogyny 
of extremism? 

“Together let us imagine a 
world where healthcare, 
food and housing is a right, 
where women are paid 
equally to men, where child- 
care and flexible scheduling 
allows everyone who seeks it 
to work, where we treat our 
earth as the precious finite 
paradise it is, where female 
clerics are recognized, 
where a safe education on 
par with our own is accessi- 
ble to all children through- 
out the world.” 

O’Brien, whose presence 
and speaking skills had 
their roots on the very stage 
she spoke from Friday, told 
the graduates they were part 
of a “powerful chain of 
women in white dresses that 
stretches back centuries. 

“You were born into the 
revolution to educate all the 
girls of the world regardless 
of financial, social or reli- 
gious status.” 

Wljile very different in 
tempo and message, student 
speaker Meredith Wade of 
Hingham, also asked her 
classmates to forge their own 
path. In a clever address that 
was selected by faculty, staff 
and administrators among 
the essays anonymously sub- 
mitted for consideration, 
Wade used the GPS as a 
metaphor, encouraging her 
class to “recalculate” 

“While, yes, your GPS may 
have a route in mind, your 
path is nowhere solidified. 
Before you reach the end, 
you will make wrong turns, 
get flat tires, and possibly get 
a speeding ticket along the 
way,” said Wade, who is going 
to Villanova. “Never forget 
that sometimes it is better to 
‘recalculate’ and choose the 



less popular route, to forge 
your own path.” 

Special recognition during 
the NDA commencement 
that had to be moved inside 
due to the rainy weather 
was given to v aledictorian 
Christina Berlen of Norwell 
who is headed to George- 
town and salutatorian Jen- 
na McKenney who will at- 
tend Harvard. Both plan to 
pursue medicine. Eve 
Wenger of Norwell, who is 
going to Holy Cross, was 
presented with the St. Julie 
Award for most epitomizing 
the values of St. Julie in her 
everyday life. 

As they crossed the stage, 
one by one, each of the 141 
members of the Class of 
2014 was presented with a 
diploma and a single yellow 
rose. The sense of excite- 
ment grew and was palpable 
as the final graduate re- 
ceived her rose and returned 
to her seat. Joan Perrault, 
Director of Guidance and 
Academic Programming, 
was nearly drowned out by 
celebratory shouts and 
cheers as she made the final 
announcement that the 
Class of 2014 had officially 
graduated; her declaration 
was immediately followed by 
the new grads launching all 
141 yellow roses into the air. 

Graduation celebrations 
officially began Thursday 
evening (May 15) with the 
Baccalaureate when each 
soon-to-be-graduate was 
presented her Notre Dame 
Academy medallion by her . 
alumnae sponsor - sisters, 



mothers, family members, 
friends or beloved faculty 
members.

Cohasset residents 
to ride for a cause 



Chi Aug. 2 and 3, 46 resi- 
dents from Hingham will 
participate in the 35th an- 
nual Pan-Mass Challenge 
(PMC), the largest single 
athletic fundraising event in 
the country. They will be 
among 5,800 cyclists who 
will ride with the collective 
goal of raising $40 million 
to support adult and pedi- 
atric patient care and cancer 
research at Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute through 
the Jimmy Fund. 

During PMC weekend, in- 
dividual cyclists unite to be- 
come one extended family. 
The camaraderie shared by 
thousands of cyclists, spec- 
tators and volunteers, is one 
reason cyclists from 36 
states and five countries re- 
turn to Massachusetts each 
August to participate in the 
PMC. 

Cyclists range in age from 
13 to 90. Some are seasoned 
tri-athletes while others are 
weekend warriors having 
trained for this event alone. 
Many participants ride in 
honor of a family member 
or friend lost to, or being 
treated for, cancer. All share 
a passion and desire to one 
day find a cure for the dis- 
ease. The average cyclist 
trains for three months, so- 
licits 40 sponsors, and rais- 
es more than $6,500. Doc- 
tors ride alongside their pa- 
tients; grandparents ride 
with their grandchildren; 
and others show support 
from the sidelines in the 
form of donations and 



cheers. More than 300 rid- 
ers are cancer survivors or 
current patients. 

“The PMC is the gold 
standard of athletic 
fundraising events,” says 
Billy Starr, Pan-Mass Chal- 
lenge founder and executive 
director. “PMCers are as 
committed to raising money 
for cancer research as they 
are to pedaling the miles.” 

No other single athletic 
event raises or contributes 
more money to charity than 
the PMC. Since 1980, the 
PMC has raised more than 
$414 million. In 2013, the 
PMC was Dana-Farber’s 
largest single contributor 
and the event raises more 
than 50 percent of the Jim- 
my Fund’s annual revenue. 
More than 230,000 individ- 
ual contributions were 
made to last year’s PMC 
fundraising campaign, al- 
lowing the PMC to con- 
tribute 100 percent of every 
rider-raised dollar directly 
to the Jimmy Fund.
